WATER POLLUTION BILL 


Freedom,. Justices Holds That ‘Prdmece Responsibility a 


Control Lies With Local Govern- 
ments, Not U.S. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 (AP) 
President Eisenhower has 


vetoed a water pollution control | 


bill on the ground that state and 


‘local governments rather than 


the Federal Government should 


_ foot most of the bill. 


The bill would continue the 
water pollution bill of 1956 and 
increase the toial of federal 
funds that could be spént over 
a 10-year period from $500,000 
to $900,000. 

‘‘Because water pollution is a 
uniquely local blight,” Mr. 
Eisenhower said today in a 
message to the House of Repre- 
sentatives, ‘‘primary responsi- 
bility for solving the problem | 
lies not with the Federal Gov- | 
ernment but rather must be as- 
sumed and exercised as it has 
been by state and local govern- 
ments. This being so, the defects 
of H. R. 3610 (the vetoed bill) 
are apparent.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 (AP) 
—The Federal Aviation Agency 
is testing a system which is re- 
ported to be able to land two 
airplanes a’minute automatical-' 
ly under almost any weather 


The developer of the system, 
Bell Aircraft Corp. of Buffalo, 
N.Y., sees it as a means to elim- 
inate the stacking of aircraft 
over busy airports in bad 
weather. 

The FAA tests being conduct- 
ed at the National Aviation Fa- 
cilities Experimental center at 
Atlantic City, N.J., are expected 
to last six months. A four-engined 
C-54 and an F-86 Air Force jet 
fighter are being used in the 
tests. 

Bell claims the device has 
successfully carried out more 
'than 4000 landings of various 
_airplanes, including the Boeing | 
707 jet airliner and the Air 
Force B-47 jet bomber. Some of 
the landings have been on air- 
craft carrier decks. 

The experimental system con- 
sists of an operations trailer 
which houses the electronic con- 
trols, two radar screens, and 
two radar antenna, and a power 
trailer. For commercial air- 
ports, the controls would be in 
the control tower with only the 
radar screens on the field. 

The tracking radar ‘‘locks on”’ 
a plane’s automatic pilot sys- 
tem when the aircraft flies 
through an electronic ‘“gate”’ 
two to four miles from the run- 
way. There is fully automatic 
control from there through ap- 
proach and touchdown although 
the pilot can resume control 
at any time. 

If the rate of descent or ap- 
proach course is not correct, 
the system gives an automatic 
‘wave off.” A similar automatic 
“wave off” is given if.a second 
airplane threatens to overtake 
the first.

A Driver Talks Back 


- T am a driver for the City of St. 
Louis ambulance service, and I 
would like to point out some of the 
overlooked facts. 

City ambulances are equipped to 
meet any emergency that arrives, 
including the delivery of babies. 
They are equipped with every type 
of splint and tourniquet there is and 
with the latest model of inhalators. 
All city ambulance drivers are re- 
quired to pass an advanced first-aid 
course and have to take a refresher 
course every three years. 

The doctors speak of the excel- 
lence of ambulance service in San 
Francisco and other cities, but in 
these cities internes and residents 
_ from the hospital ride with the am- 
’ Bulances at all times. City ambu- 
lance drivers are alone on all runs. 

There was only one statement by 
the doctors that I can whole-heart- 
edly agree with; that was the one 
made by Dr, C. Alan McAfee, who 
said: “St. Louis’s municipal ambu- 
lance service is really a taxi serv- 
ice for the indigent.” Sure, they 
have to send cruising patrols to 
pick up sick patients.

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First Build the Schools 


The principal division between House and 
Senate on school aid concerns making federal 
funds available for teachers’ salaries. The 
bill passed by the Senate earlier this month 


provides $917,000,000 a year and permits , 


states willing to share the financial burden to 
use these funds for either school construction 
or teacher pay. President Eisenhower has de- 
nounced the principle of using federal funds 
to pay “local officials,” and House leaders are 
working for a bill that would confine aid to 
school construction. 


In our opinion the House approach is the 
right one at present. We do not share the 
President’s objection to the principle of aiding 
teacher pay, and we certainly agree that sala- 
ries in education ought to be increased. Some 
day just what the Senate proposes may be ap- 
propriate. But we are not convinced that 
Congress needs to go that far this year. We 
are not convinced that the Senate bill would 
actually result in increasing teachers’ salaries. 
It might merely shift some of the support of 
them to federal tax sources. 

The Senate bill would provide an average 
of $20 a year for each school child. Grants 
would be based on a rather complicated for- 
mula based on school population, relative 
need and other factors. Funds would be put 
up by the states in the second year, the poorer 
ones being required to provide $1 for every 
$33 received while the richer ones would 
have to appropriate $1 for every $2 of federal 
money. Missouri would get the seventeenth 
largest annual grant, $19,695,000. 


President Eisenhower would limit federal 
aid to helping the states pay the interest on 
building bonds. It was pointed out in the 
Senate debate that this might be worse than 
no help at all. Without state enabling legisla- 
tion, many school districts would be unable 
to issue more bonds. Others might be forced 
to pay higher interest rates under the Presi- 
dent’s plan. 


The Administration plan is inadequate. The 
United States now has a shortage of 132,000 
classrooms. That is Need No. 1, and Congress 
ought to make funds available for an adequate 
response. It is true that buildings alone will 
not raise educational standards. But the fed- 
eral government will have its hands full mere- 
ly overcoming the physical shortage of class- 
room spate. When that problem is solved it 
will. be time enough—preferably in.a non- 
election year—to consider additional funds for 
teacher salaries. 

Federal aid should not be regarded as the 
total answer to the problem. Each school dis- 
trict must re-examine its program to make 
sure that it is providing as much genuine edu- 
cation as possible for every dollar spent. 
Standards for the employment of teachers, 
content of courses and the aspects of public 
schools other than the strictly academic must 
be reappraised and reformed. Nothing could 
contribute more to the eventual formulation 
of an idea) system of federal assistance. 


Useful but Tardy 


The Department of Defense’s project for 
experiment stations to improve methods of 
detecting small underground nuclear blasts” 
is a splendid development, but the Pentazon’s 
tardiness in getting started has been anything 
other than splendid.

Why has it taken so long to get going? A 
jurisdictional dispute in the department in- 
tervened. In a day when 15 minutes’ time 
may be all the advance warning a nation may 
have in which to prepare for survival under 
attack, it has taken all this time merely to 
determine who should do what. The responsi- 
bility has been given to the Advanced Re- 
search Projects Agency, and the stations are 
to be constructed by the Air Force Technical 
Applications Center. 


We hope nobody is going to suggest that 
this tardy exploration of improved detection 
methods requires postponement of the Ge- 
neva negotiations on a nuclear test-ban treaty. 
On the contrary, the fact that work is now 
in progress toward improving detection of 
small blasts should, it seems to us, increase 
willingness on both sides to accept less than 
perfection, with fresh assurance that the im- 
perfect is going to be improved. 


The Common Good 


Americans seem more devoted than ever 
to the pursuit of happiness. Yet in spite of 
barbecue patios, swimming pools, fin-tails, 
rathskellers, golf go-carts, reducing machines, 
beauty lotions and hundreds of other gadgets 
and gimmicks offered for our ease and pleas- 
ure, we apparently are a peculiarly unhappy 
people. Nobody can. help being aware of 
juvenile delinquency and that more: serious 
delinquency which manifests itself in the 
assorted scandals besetting radio and tele- 
vision. Political scandals come to light 
periodically while schools and hospitals are 
neglected and slums spread from cities to 
suburbs. hh 

Worst of all, what is wrong all too often 
is accepted with cynicism. Surely Ralph 
Waldo Emerson would not recognize modern 
America. His neighbor, Henry Thoreau, would 
repudiate it. 


But things cannot be hopeless so long as a 
man like Dr. Abram L. Sachar of Brandeis 
University, who spoke at Washington Univer- 
sity’s Founders’ Day ceremonies, looks for 
causes of the distemper. American higher 
education must develop social commitments, 
he says, which offset “the national obsession 
with personal happiness, the cult of gratifica- 
tion and the emergence of the completely 
self-centered. individual.” 

Dr. Sachar does not fall back on the excuse, 
only partly valid, that the schools should not 
be expected to do the work of the home and 
the church. Education should set standards of 
excellence. These are powerful antidotes for 


complain ef the detached, safety-first attitude 
of some of their students.

If they declined—there is some question un- 
der the law whether the Missouri depattment 
could say No—then the city should maintain 
the vehicular deck in the same way it main- 
tains other city streets. 

The bridge’s railroad deck costs about $500.- 
000 a year to maintain but tolls on railroad 
movements more than balance that cost: and 
tolls on the railroad deck should be continued. 
A good case can be made for increasing them 
to the point that they would cover the $270,- 
000 in taxes on the structure levied by East 
St. Louis and St. Clair county. Most of the 
tax grows out of valuations on the long rail- 
road approach from the East Side. 

Only one question remains: Does the city 
have a substitute revenue source for the 
$1,000,000 a year that automotive tolls pro- 
duce? And of course the afswer is Yes. 
Judging by Comptroller Poelker’s figures, 
which no doubt tend to be conservative, the 
higher earnings tax will produce enough new 
money to finance the proposed city pension 
plan, increase salaries for all city employes, 
free the bridge and still leave some $2,700,000 
surplus for promised tax reductions. A sur- 
plus of that size would permit a 19-cent prop- 
erty-tax cut, not the 6 to 10 cents the Alder- 
men have been talking about. 

It is even possible that the surplus will 

turn out to be considerably higher. Collector 
Bannister, whose estimates might tend to be 
ontimistic, thinks the levy will produce about 
$800,000 more than anticipated for this fiscal 
year and upwards of $1,400,000 for the year 
beginning in April. But even taking the con- 
servative view, there is plenty of cash in 
sight to meet all legitimate demands and to 
free the bridge as well. 
_ Given the overriding need of free bridges 
as an aid to the metropolitan area’s economic 
health plus the city’s ancient obligation in this 
matter, the case for freeing the bridge now 
is overwhelming. |

Bitter Blasts 
Of Olympics 


In Vienna 


VIENNA, Feb. 23 (AP)—The 
organization of the Squaw Valley | 
Winter Olympics has been the 
subject of a steady series of 
blasts here since the Olympic 
torch was lighted last Thursday. 

Newspaper and radio reports, 
while generally including favor- 
able comments on the site itself, 
have been ha a of the 
technical organization of the | 
games. They y 
the fact that Squaw Valley is far | 
removed from any good hotels. 

Austria, a winter sports coun- 
try, probably is more conscious 
of organization and tourism than 
other nations. It sought the 1960 
winter games and expects to do 
better when the 1964 Winter 
Olympics are held at Innsbruck. 

News reports also feature 
stories of the technical bugs fac- 
ing reporters and the endless 
traffic jams facing the specta- 
tors. 

Austria’s leading sports writer, 
Heribert Meisel, wrote in the 
Vienna Kurier that “unbelievable 
technical mishaps’’ oocut almost 
daily. 

“The loud speaker system fails, 
gives incorrect’ results; . electric 
lights fail,. newscasters. are .un- 
able to obtain transmission facili- 
ties from the side of the ski 
trails, and so on.”’

MacMitchell, a dark-com- 
plexioned, good-looking man, 
a little heavier than when, he 
dueled with the Rev. Gil 
Dodds, speaks softly and pre- 
cisely. Married and the father 
of three children, he lives now 
in Palo Alto, Calif., near his 
cifice, close to the Stanford 
campus, 


A few yéars ago, though, 
while serving as assistant to 
the president of the Brooklyn 
Dodgers, he set up a spring 
physical training program at 
Vero Beach. 


“Ball players,” he said flat- 
ly, “don’t know how to run. 
Leading off first base, for in- 
stance, they first want to take 
a half-step with the right foot, 
instead of using the left. foot 
crossover to get a quicker, 
cleaner jump. And running 
the bases they tend to run 
with their arms too far from 
their sides.’ 


About his work, did Mac- 
Mitchell have any general 
message for college-bound 
young people or their par- 
ents? 

‘“‘Yes,”’ he said, “I’d like to 
emphasize most that although 
the prestige schools are 
crowded — and they always 
were and always will be — 
there are plenty of good 
schools begging for qualified 
students. You'll note I said 
‘qualified.’ ”’ 

MacMitchell, who has a 
Masters’ degree from Colum- 
bia University, spoke with a 
former athlete’s sensitivity to 
the belief that athletes are 
thick between the ears. He 
agreed with his host, Harry 
C. Deckert, a Dartmouth man 
who keeps his hand in as a 
football official here, that in- 
telligence helps immensely in 
any sport. 

“California’s new head coach, 
Marvin Levy, who coached at 
your Country Day school, is a 
former Phi Beta Kappa,” 
MacMitchell said proudly. 


“It’s tough on academic 
Northwestern, for instance, 
with its college board exami- 
nation, to compete athletically 
with, say, Iowa and others in 
the Big Ten.’ It’s tough also 
to convince many coaches 
that jit’s not worth the time 
and money they spend wish- 
fully in the gamble that lower- 
grade high school students 
will make it in college. 

“A coach has a lot more 
chance of winning if he can 
keep in college 90 per cent of 
his freshmen, not 40 per cent.”’

THE SITE that once housed 
Marion Davies’ $7,000,000 beach 
house soon will be a parking lot. 

And that just about tells the 
whole story of what the income 
tax has done to the mode of liv- 
ing among movie stars. 

Miss Davies, who now lives in 
a Beverly Hills mansion that is 
still fabulous by today’s stand- 
ards, thinks it a shame that her 
beach house is no longer. 


Real estate man J. W. Drown, 
present owner of the land, is sell- 
ing it to the state of California 
for use in its master beach plan 
for the Santa Monica waterfront. 
A state source reports that 
Drown’s selling price was “‘rela- 
tively low” considering the mar- 
ket value of the land, which is

Lloyd, who was earn- 
ing q reported $60,000 a week 
with most of it take-home pay, 
built a magnificent estate with 
an 18-hole golf course and a 
Yosemite-like waterfall. Other 
stars put thousands into beach 
houses that were more like 
hotels than ocean hideaways. 

Miss Davies, then a reigning 
queen of Hollywood, decided she 
must have an ocean home and 
bought two buildings for a price 
she has long forgotten. 

She does recall ordering a $7500 
hallway to connect the two build- 
ings. Somehow the hallway made 
the ceilings in the houses too low 
and the rooms too small,

“Let’s start over and build a 
new house from the ground up,” 
she decreed.

THIS IS THE STORY behind the 
story of many young Amefican 
artists. 

Today they are painting mu- 
rals, writing television scripts, 
designing houses, writing short 
stories or appearing in musical 
recitals because of the National 
Society of Arts and Letters, an‘ 
organization which devotes its 
time and funds to the encourage- 
ment of young people gifted in 
every medium of art. 

Without its help, many might 
not have been pushed across the 
threshold into bright professional 
careers and the world would have 
been deprived of potentially great 
artistic talent.

bile, won the St.-Louis society’s 
$1000 local award last year. 

“This is the kind of practical 
application we like to see,” said 
Mrs. Carl C. Mose, founder of the 
St. Louis Section. “This way, 
the award winner actually has 
an opportunity to use his talent 
and gets a better start on his 
professional career. 

“We want, if possible, to catch 
these young artists just at the 
time when they. have shown 
promise of outstanding ability but 
have not been able to begin an 
artistic career. The award often 
is the very kind of encourage- 
ment they need.” : 

“One of our winners,” added . 
Mrs. Robert Kline, ‘‘was plan- 
ning to go into an entirely dif- 
ferent field. He probably would 
have had it not been for the 
grant he received from the so- 
ciety. Now he is studying music 
and expects to follow an artistic 
career.” 

Mrs. Kline is chairman of the 
committee. to ebtain individual 
contributions for the society’s . 
work. These gifts and proceeds 
from benefit concerts are its only 
sources of income, and all money 
goes into the promotion of the 
competitions and the actual 
awards. 

Total awards each year range 
from about $1000 to $2500. The 
architectural competition, for in- 
stance, included a first place 
prize of $1000; second, $700, and 

third, $300. The television script 
contest awards were $750 for first 
place; $300 for second; $100 for 
third, and $50 for fourth. Addi- 
tional grants to non-winners 
usually are around $100 to $850. 

‘But we don’t think the mone- 
tary awards are the sole bene- 
fit,’ said Mrs. Kline. “It’s the 
knowledge of achievement which 
we feel does much for these 
young people. 

“This is one reason we indorse 
the idea of competitions. There’s 
real therapy in the process of 
competing with others and com- 
ing out on top.” 

The two-pronged goal of help- 
ing to develop artistic talent and 
of spotlighting young artists was 
adopted by the National Society 
of Arts and Letters when it was 
founded in Chevy Chase, Md., in 
1944. Its stated objects are to 
encourage and assist young. art- 
ists, to create opportunities for 
artistic endeavor and expression, 
to render mutual benefit to art- 
ists engaged in creative work, 
to give scholarships and awards 
to non-members after competi- 
tion in any of the creative arts 
and to conduct non-competitive 
exhibitions in art, music, litera- 
ture and drama.

Her statement was echoed in 
the message of Mrs. Denovan A. 
Turk of Indianapolis, Ind., na- 
tional president, published in a 
recent issue of the society’s mag- 
azine: 

Our objective, our purpose and 
mission is to seek out and find 
talent—talent that is reaching 
forward to a career in one of the 
categories of the creative or per- 
forming arts and letters. . 


“We, as members of the Na- 
tional Society of Arts and Letters, 
recognize this talent which we 
seek, arid which might be lost 
to the world without our. encour- 
agement and our helping hand. 
We are aware that such talent 
must be worthy of the name, 
must have pre-eminent and spe- 
cial aptitude, a faculty for effec- 
tive performance along a certain 
specified ine, an ability to 
achieve extraordinary effect 
through skill and expertness. 

“Our talented performers also 
must be possessed of superior 
intelligence and ability.

Perhaps West couldn’t be ab- 
solutely sure of the heart po- 
sition, but he should have known 
that his only chance to defeat 
the contract was to take five 
heart tricks without a moment’s 
delay. 


How did West expect to de- 
feat the contract? 


If West must hope for five 
heart tricks, he must assume 
that East started with five 
hearts, headed by king-jack or 
by king-nine. Any play will work 
if East has the jack of hearts, 
but West must be careful if 
South has the jack.

The first shelters are visualized 
as simple caves or structures 
built under overhangs which will 
shield against radiations and me- 
teors.
